THE ADVANCE ON PARIS,

Tur Prussians steadily continno their advance
on Paris, and as there are no French armies
oapable of resisting it, the invaders will soon
be enoamped under the walls of the ecapital.
The great problem of the war is what is to
follow this foregone conclusion. If wise
oounsels prevail, the natural result will be a
spoedy peace, without farther devastation
and bloodshed, Already there are sigus of
auch a termination of this extraordinary
campaign. 'There bas usnally been anim-
plied unnderstanding among the continental
nations that close approsch to an adverse
oapital shounld be the sigoal for a termination
of bostilities, end the Prussians set
out with the intemtion of oon.
quering & peace by forcing their way to
the environs of Paris, The moral effect of
the triumphs they have already achieved is
manifest not only in the downfall of the Em-
pire, but in the suppression of the clamor
made before the ba'tle of Sedan against any
negotiations whatever, and in the surrender
of the dootrine that the invaders must be
forced beyond the Rhine before a treaty
oould be framed. It is rumored that the
new French authorities are now willing to
treat on any basis which does mot involve a
loss of French territory, and instead of the
mediation of foreign powers being contemp-
tuously rejected, it is earnestly solicited by
the new Republie. There is a rumor that the
diplomatio corps will go in a body
to the King of Prussia i they can agree on
terms of sdjustment, and apother that the
Ministers of Italy and England will nnder-
take this friendly office, while another state-
ment avers that M. Thiers has gone asa
volanteer diplomatist to the camp of the in.
vaders, These statoments show atleast the
drift of public sentiment in Paris, and as
thers are connter rumors from Berlin and
the headquarters of the German army giving
outline sketches of the conditions likely to
be demanded, it is fair to assume that both
parties are convinced that the time for
negotiation is near at band.

If King William oonfines himself strictly
to the object he announced at the commence.
moent of the war, the future security
of Germany, there need be no trouble
whatever in concluding peacs. If he marched
his army home without a word on the subject
of treaty stipulations, there would be little
danger of another French attack on Germany

daring this generation, for written guarantees’

or territorial acquisitions will add little weight
to the sanguinary lessons tanght at Weissen-
burg, Gravelotte, and Sedan. The French
are o completely at his mercy, however, that
he will be strongly tempted to make extor-
tionate demands, and it remains to be seen
whother ho can be a8 magnanimous in the
hour of victory as he was terrible in war.,

If sonditions are imposed which the repub-
lio cannot possibly consent to, its fortunes
are, at the worst, not absolately desperate,
The present fortifications of Paris were
oreoled at vast expense for the express pur-
pose of enabling Franse to prolong a contest
after all her armies in the field were do-
stroyed. If engineering science is not at
fault, and if the preparations which have been
made during the last month have not been
grosaly exaggerated, the capital can be de-
fended even against the conquering army
now approaching it. Time can at all
events be gained; allies may be found by
the republio among natious which refased to
assist the empire; England, Italy, Austria,
and Russia may resent the disdainful recep-
tion of their remonsirances; the ohilling
blasts of the autumn and winter months may
diminish the vigor of the invading armies;
Franoe may yet organize out of her raw
levies effeotive forces; and the whole aspect
of the war may be changed,

It will be better for the Prussians, if they

merely rd their own interests, to destroy
the ility of such compiications by
f g ot onoce an advantageous treaty,

They have humbled France, and they will
little, while they may lose wuch, by
nvinghortoq.ofgnir.

Ix France the empire fell as coon us the
Emperor was captured, and in Eogland pub-
lic business lags on account of the Queen's
visils to Balmoral, but in America we have
things so fully systematized that it matters
not where the heads of governwent may re-
sort er what happens to them, as the machine
runs itself, The ocountry prospered eoven
under Andy Johnsom, and if Grant should

to extend one of his pleasure excur-
sions fur enough westward to be captured by
fed Olond, the repablic wopla still be alive

DEVELOPMENT OF GERMANTY.
Tun eventa of the last month, besides their
substantive foroe, are the more and more
amazing the more and more they are ocon-
pidered, and those that must follow them
within the ourrent month will most probably
add perplexity to the astonishment whioh of
iteelf almost oconfounds our apooulations,
The downfall of a French dynasty and the
erection of a republic in a day is net such a
novelty as need oocoasion muoh surprise, but
we may well wonder at the complete destrue-
tion of an army that was held to be the finest,
bravest, best officersd in Enrope, in ths apace
of & little month, and at tho fact that it was
ontgeneraled in every manoeavre and beaten
in every battle by a nation which, within the
lifetime of its commander-in-ohief, was the
common duelling ground of the continental
nations; her forts garrisoned by foreign nol-
diers, and her fortunes the sport of her ene-
miss. In 1806 the whole military power of
Prussia was crushed in the battle of Jena.
From that time till the fall of Napoleon in
18156 her fortresses were ocoupied perma-
nently by French troops. Just then, or ounly
fifty-five yoars ago,bher king rallied **his people
for tho field of Waterloo by oulling on them to
throw off the French yole.” But the yeurof the
great historic battle was not the now era of
Prussian history. In the three following
vears the productive industry of North Ger-
many, which bad flourished under Napoleon's
blockade of the continent against English
imports, went down under foreign compe-
tition, and unusual distress drove the Kiug
upon the policy of the Zollvercin league,
which has fostered German indnsiry «ver
since. In 1818 it was established by Prussia
and the two Swartzburg principalities, and it
grew by the acoession of other German States,
until now it embraces a population as large
a8 that of the United States of Amerioa,
Profane Listory, the annals of wulgar enthn-
sissm, punotuate netional adventurss with
great battles, coronations, and politioal revo-
lutions, Providence marks the progress of
peop'es by the movements that develop men,
Just at the time that the Prussisn monarch
iniugnrated the system of induostrial inde-
penden e among his people he adopted also
that sys em of common school edueation
whioh bas made men of the masses, The
labor of the nation guarded agaiust iuvasion,
military and literary education strietly en
forced for fifty yoars, and the riddle of Ger-
man supremacy in Europe is read.

Half a century ago military men he'd that
the nearer a soldier was reduoed to a ma hine
the better. Our own recent histery and Lhat
whioh is now making in Enrope shows that
the muskets which think are sure to vanquish
those that are only drilled. The chasse; ot
bas asomewhat longer range than the needle-
gun, but the men that invariably hold their
fire snd march within a hundred yards of the
foe bofore they pull a triggor sweep overy-
thing bofore them agrinst all advantages of
armus and position. The courage of a frantic
enthusissm is no mateh for the courage of
character, Men are every way belter than
machines, For hall a century Prussia has
carefully cultivated the brains of her ohil-
dren, provided and defended self-supporting
indusiry for her men, and in that time has
gathered in and consolidated into an effective
government some twenty or thirty little prin-
cipulities which to-day, as the United States
of Germany, command the fortunes of En.
rope. In this brief period, first Austria,
next Epgland, and now France, and sll to-
gother, are below her in power.

But this wonderful story will take a turn
unless her rulers are guided by wisdom and
their objects are ruled by justice and benelfi-
cenoe. If daring this eventful month of
Heptember she takes the Apostle's advios,
and makes her moderation known to all men,
bLer glory will henceforth equal her goodness.
The immediate future of Europe depends
upon the civil and military staff of King
William. Modern oivilization owes 50 muoh
to the race which they represent that we may
well hope from them the other reformations,
economical and civil, which Europe 5o much
needs.

Whoever wounld look deeply into the canses
of the events we have witnessed and those
we wait for will do well to read and reread
Madame de Stael's ‘‘Germany,” recollecting
that it was written in 1810, and correcting it
by the changes wrought into the character
and condition of North Germany since her
day. 'The literature of the Fremoch Revola-
tion is mere folly in the light of this book.
It is German in philosophy, morals, religion,
and economy, and the Germany and France
of to.day represent the differences, It is
good to know by the demonstrations of na-
tional experience that principles have foroe,

and that the facts of history follow and vin- |

dieate them.

VICR-ADMIKAL ROWAN.

Viec-Admiral Stephen €, Rowan, just ap-
pointed by ithe President to that office from the
rank of Rear-Admiral, was born Ino Ireland,
December 3%, 1805. On arriving In this coun-
try he wis & poor bov, and with his parents
¢em oat d and sottled In the West, He was
appolated & midshipman ln the navy Fehroary
15, 1826, and was promoted to a heatenancy in
1887. In the war with Mexieo he tonk an active
part, and at the battle of the Niesa, Upper
Cal fornis, he commanded a paval battalion
und.r ¢ mmodore Stockton, He also com-
manded a lund party that captored a fort near
Mazatlan, and whea the CUayne bombarded
Guiym = he was an excoutive oflicer on board
th ves el

In 18 5 his rank was that of commander. Ia
th 'ate war he fought the first naval battle, as
comminder of the Pawnee, atl the attack on the
tatterles of Acqula oresk, May, 1861, He took
jartin the fights at Hateras inlet, Roanoke
island and A'bemarle Sonad, and at the eapture
of E zab th clty. At the fall of Newbern he
wa commander of the fleet, and had charge of
the New Ironsides in the attack on Charleston,
and he ort« surroundin z it.

His commission ns Rear-Admiral was dated
July L6 1866, nnd st the time of its recelpt he
also ol talved the thanks of Congress for gallant
gorvicea.  In 1868 ho was placed in commund of
the Asiatic fleet. From thiscommand he is now
rel ev o in erder that he may attend to his
cduties as Vice-Admiral. When last bheard from
be was at Bingapore, Chion, on the route for
lome., | uring all this time he has Leen far
tnough away to free him from the suspicion of
persopal influsnce in obtmining his promotion.
The apointment is eald to give universal =atla-
facuon. His pame was pot the next in the
bouok of line promotions. It was generally sup-
posed that the cholece would be between Rear-
Admirals Rodgers and Goldsborough., Resr-
Admiral Rodgers succeeds him in the command
of the Asiatic fleet, and I8 now on his way to
Chins., The Viece-Admiral's commission was
signed vesterday, but dates from August 15, 1870,
